ABSTRACT OF IMPORTANT ORDERS. 
G. O, 62, H. Q. A., Aug. 26, 1878. 


The following orders of the Secretary of War are 
published for the information and guidance of all con- 


cerned : 

The following regulations are established to carry into effect 
the 3d and 4th sections of the act approved June 18, 1878, which 
provide for the “promotion of meritorious non-commissimed 

” 


Officers ; 

“Szo, 3, That hereafter all vacancies in the grade of 2d lieuten- 
ant shall be filled by appointment from the graduates of the 
Military Academy eo long as any such remain in service unas- 
signed; and any vacancies thereafter remaining shall be filled by 
promotion of meritorious non-commissioned officers the 
Army, recommended under the provisions of the next section of 
this act: Provided that all vacancies remaining, after exhausting 
the two classes named, may be filled by appointment of persons 
in civil life. 

** Szo. 4. That to insure the selection of proper candidates for 
promotion from the grade of non-commissioned officers, com- 
pany and battery commanders will report to their regimental 
commanders such as, in their opinion, by education, conduct, 
and services, seem to merit advancement, and who have served 
not less than two years in the Army; the reports to set forth 
a description of the candidate, bis length of service as non- 
commissioned officer and as private soldier, his character as to 
fidelity and sobriety, bis physical qualifications and mental 
abilities, the extent to which his talents have been cultivated, 
and his fitness generally to discharge the duties of a commis- 
sioned officer. If recommended on account of meritorious ser- 
vices, the particular services referred to must be stated in 
detail. On receiving the reports of company or battery com- 
manders, the regimental commander will forward the same to 
the department commander, with such recommendation of non- 
commissioned regimental staff as he may deem worthy of pro- 
motion; and the department commander shall annually assem- 
ble a board to consist of five officers of as high rank as the 
convenience of the service will admit, to make a preliminary 
examination into the claims and qualifications of such non- 
commiesioned officers. The board, constituted as above shall 
submit a full statement in the case of each candidate examined; 
and on the said statements, the Department Commander shall 
indorse his remarks and forward them to the Secretary of War 
by the first day of June in each year. The Chief of Engineers 
and of other staff corps may make similar recommendations of 
the non-commissioned officers of their respective commands 
to the Secretary of War, who shall convene a board of officers for 
like purpose.” 

I. The mode of making recommendations and examinations is 
set forth in the law above quoted. Department Commanders and 
Examining Boards will require that all proceedings in this mat- 
ter, under their eupervision, conform to the law. Examining 
Boards will make all papers a part of their record in every case, 
each being made up separately. _ 

IL. Asa rule such promotions will not be made of persons un- 


der twenty-one or over thirty years of age, or who are married, 
at the time of making the appointment. 

Ill. Examining rds in examining non-commissioned 
officers recommended for promotion will examine each separ- 
ately, the questiuns and answers to be in writing, and to form a 
part of the record of the Board. The examination of each per- 
son as to qualifications should embrace the following subjects: 

First. In his meownetae of English grammar, and his ability to 
read and write with facility and correctness. 

Second. In his knowledge of arithmetic, and his ability in the 
spplication of its rules to all practical questions. In his knowl- 
edge of the use of |} ithme, and <r J to apply them to ques- 
tions of practice. his knowledge of algebra, to the solution 
of. simple equations, and in his knowledge of plane and solid 
geometry and the elements of sorveying. 

Third. In his knowledge of aphy, particularly in refer- 
ence to the northern continent uf America, and in his ability to 
solve the usual problems on the terrestrial globe. Also, in his 
knowledge of what is usually denominated penser astronomy. 

Fourth. In his knowledge of history, particularly in reference 
to his own country. 

Fifth. In his knowledge of the Constiiution of the United 
States, and of the organization of the Government under it, and 
» A general principles which regulate international inter- 

Of all the above subjects successful candidates should, possess 
a good knowledge. 

Siath. Examination into mental and moral qualification should 
cover the history of the person examined, from the age of eigh- 
teen years to date of esamination, and establish ror a successful 
candidate a continuously sound mental condition, excellent moral 
character, a good character for sobriety and fidelity, as well as 
an on, energetic, judicious, and faithful performance of 
such duties as may have been devolved upon him in the Army. 

Seventh. Examination as to ; hysical qualification should in- 
clude a certificate of physical examination, of recent date, by an 
Army Surgeon, to accompany the proceedings of the Board, and 
embrace all the information required in the form ior the ex- 
amination of recruits. 

Fighth. When an Examining Board passes upon more than 
one candidate, the order of relative merit of all the candidates 
examined b7 the Board will be reported. 

IV. The duty of making recommendations and examination of 
candidates is one involving, in a high degree, the welfare and 
character of the Service, and all officers are enjoined to exercise 
the utmost circumspection and care, not only that no unworthy 
candidate is recommended, but also that the most worthy are 
recommended, All statemente not based on the personal know!l- 
edge of officers themselves they should be careful to verify by 
disinterested evidence. As far as practicable candidates will be 
promoted in their own regiments, 

VY. As the number of vacancies for candidates is limited, and 
will not probably equal one to a regiment, Commanders and Ex- 
amining Boards should bear this in mid, that expectations of 
Promotion be not raised which cannot be realized. 

VI. Company and battery commanders will forward their re- 
commerdation under this Jaw to Kegimental Headquarters by 
the Ist of February in cach year, and regimental commanders 
will forward them io Department Headquarters by the end of the 
same month, that there may be ample time to enable the Examin- 
ing Boards to be convened and complete their work in the time 
—s by law. 

Il. To meet the wants of service prior to June next, the pro- 
ceedings required by law will be commenced at once, that De. 
partment Commanders may forward the papers of some of the 
candidates by the 1st of Decemoer next, as well as in June. 

VIII. ** Meritorious non-commissioned officers of the Army 
recommended,” under the provisions of law above quoted, will 
receive a certificate to that effect from the Adjutant General of 
the Army, and will be known in the Service as “candidates for 
promotion,” and w.ll have the title of ‘candidate’ prefixed to 
that of their rank on all rolls, returns, orders, and correspond- 
ence, They will be entitled to wear on each sleeve of their coat 
& single stripe of gilt lace, similar to that worn by commissioned 
officers, but wil! be entitled to this privilege so long only as they 
maintain the specially honorable position of “ candidate.” 

IX. The privileges of a candidate terminate with the calendar 
year next succeeding that in which he receives his “ certificate,” 
unless his recommendation shall be continued by the succeeding 
Boards of Examination, but it will not be neceesary to re-examine 
candidates under the first five sections of the third paragraph of 
this order. Candidates who become ineligible by reason of over- 
age ehall be entitled to wear the candidates’ stripe on the deft 
sleeve only, e0 long as they maintain the same standing and 
good conduct as non-commissioned officers in the Service as at 
their examination. 

X. **Cand:dates"’ who may be guilty of misconduct will be 
promptly reported to the Adjutant-General of the Army, through 
Regimental and Department Headquarters, the report giving a 
full statement of th: misconduct alleged, with names of wit- 
nesses. Before forwarding such report to the Adjutant-Generai 
of the Army, the Department Commander wili see that the 
**candidate ’’ has a fair and impartial hearing, that the merits of 
the case may be carefully and accurately determined and re- 
ported on for the decision of the Secretary of War. Any candi- 
date who loses his position of non-commissioned officer ceases 
to be a candidate and forfeits his privileges as such. 

XI. “Candidates ”’ who think themselves wronged in the loss 
of that position shall,have a right to trial by General Court-mar- 
tial on appeal, within two months, to the Department Comman- 
der, and no non-commissiored officer, while holding the privi- 
leges of a ‘‘ candidate,” shall be brought before a Field officers’ 
court, or a garrison or regimental court-martial.

some two feet across, dug into the adobe wall, throuzh 
which the prisoner proposed to escape. Wishing te 
secure him, and finding no handcuffs in the guar 
room of the right size, he was sent across the parade 
ground under charge of Ellis to be handcuffed at the 
quarters of the 1st Sergeant. While waiting there the 
prisoner, exclaiming ‘‘ You don’t handcuff me, you 
son of a b——b!” struck Ellis a heavy blow in the face 
with his fist which very nearly prostrated him, and 
before he could recover from the sudden attack ran 
rapidly away in the direction of the gate. Ellis 
ordered his prisoner to halt! but without effect, and 
finally called out “ Halt! or I will fire!” This order 
being disregarded he fired with fatal effect, and in the 
language of the eloquent reporter, ‘‘ the soul of poor 
Opperman had been rudely thrust into that shadow 
land which reaches down so near to us all.” As £liis 
was not put into confinement, it is presumed that he 
was exonerated.

Lee, 10th Cav. 


The record in the foregoing case of Captain Phillip L. Lee, 10th 
Cavalry, shows tbat on the morning of the 28th of “November, 
1876, Private John L. Brown, of his company was. by certain ep- 
listed men of the same company, murdered by being beaten on 
the head with some instrument and then hung up by the wrists 
to a tree at Fort Griffin, Texas. The body was interred on the 
afternoon of the same day without fanera] and as a common 
malefactor. Captain Lee viewed the body soon after it was cut 
down from the tree, and it was then evident to him, as it was to 
ail the witnesses who viewed it, that the man came to hie death 
by assassination and not by suicide. The assassins were well 
known to every person at the post except Captain Lee, its com 
manding officer, who, it seems, was successful in making it 
appear to the satisfaction of the Court that hedid not know 
them, although an officer who investigated the matter, and who 
came from a distance for that purpose, had no apparent difficulty 
in ascertaining the identity of the sssassins. Captain Lee shows 
tbat when he discovered the body he searched the country for a 
coroner, but could find none to act. Yet he csused the body to 
be buried without surgical examination, although he had two 
surgeons under his command at the post; and for every purpose 
in this case he had all the powers and authority of a coroner 
within his own command and authority. He admits that he 
falsely reported the manner of death of Brown ou the return, 
but says that he did so for the purpose of disguising his own 
views with respect to it that he might be thereby enabled to 
apprehend the assassins, but it does not appear that he ever 
made any eflort toward their apprehension; and the manner in 
which Brown came to his death was so open and notorious that 
such an excuee is entitied to no consideration. This defence to 
the false return seems to have been abandoned in defending the 
false muster. His line of defence to that seems to be that he 
was totally ignorant of the manner of Brown's death. The false 
report to the Adjutant-General he explains by saying, in sub- 
stance, that, as be had previously falsely reported in the case, 
the information required was merely a reiteration of the false- 
ood. No other rational conclusion can be reached in this case 
than that Captain Lee knew or could easily have known who the 
assassine were; that he made no effort to bring them to trial, but 
rather permitted them to elude and escape all punishment; that 
the return, muster, and repurt to the Adjutant-General, respect- 
ing Brown, were knowingly and wilfully false. A report from 
the evidence in support of these deductions, was, with the re- 
cord, returned to the Court for reconsideration of its action; bat 
the Court, notwithstanding these facts, adhered to its findings. 
By several of its rulings, which appear to be wholly unsupported 
by law or precedent, the Court shut out instead of eliciting the 
truth. The Court also o:dered its Judge-Advocate to turn over 
documents in his posseesion for the inspection and information 
of Captain Lee which had been furnished for the prosecution. 
Whiie the Judge-Advocate of the Court might have refused com- 
pliance with this unwarranted interference on the part of the 
Court, yet it manifests a partiality in the trial of this case not 
usually manifested by Courts-martial. The findings and acquit- 
tal are disapproved. Captain Lee will be restored to duty (G. 
C.-M, O. 49, Aug. 5, D. M.)

INDIAN AFFAIRS. 


A New York Herald despatch, dated Omaha, Neb., 
Aug. 26, says: ‘‘Major A. S. Burt, 9th Infantry, 
arrived here to-day from Bradley’s expedition, north of 
Deadwood, and reports that no hostiles have been seen 
this summer. The disposition of Sturgis’, Bzadley’s 
and Merritt’s forces protects everything. Major Burt 
says the valley of the Spearfish is full of settlers and is 
a magnificent agricultural region; and Lonstone valley 
is settled almost from mouth to head with flourishing 
farms and ranches. These form, so to speak, the 
line of outposts, covering the entire front of country 
to the Black Hills, with two central posts—Fort Keogh, 
at the mouth of Tongue River, and Fort Custer, on 
the Big Horn, which form the line of defence. In his 
experience at the front, ever since 1865, he has never 
seen such an admirable disposition of troops for its de- 
fence. General Crook puts high value on this officer’s 
opinion. Being asked the effect of the hostile Sioux 
coming south, Major Burt says: ‘ Mijes would let them 
through, Bradley would be in front, Sturgis and Merritt 
on the flanks, and with Miles in the rear there would 
be a grand clean up, such as we have never had.’ 
Sitting Bull he pronounces a fossi), unable to lead the 
Sioux. The Crow Indians, friendly and peaceful, that 
never killed a white, he says he has information are 
being starved by the Government, which insures war 
with them in the near future. Blackfoot, a Crow 
chief, said at Fort Keogh, last week: ‘ What with the 
Sioux on the one side and the whites on the other I 
have hardly got a blade of grass for my horse to feed 
on. If the Government contract is not lived up to my 
squaws and children will soon have nothing to eat.

THE REMOVAL OF THE SIOUX. 
(From the Leavenworth Times, August 22.) 


The last council held between the commission sent 
to jinterview the Sioux and their head chiefs was held 
last Friday, at the headquarters of General D. L. 
Stanley, on the Little White River, Dakota. 

At eleven o’clock on August 8 Red Cloud with the 
following chiefs of his band made their appearance at 
General Stanley’s headquarters to have their final 
council with the Sioux commission, viz., Young-Man- 
Afraid-of-His-Horses, Little Big Man, Little Wound, 
Three Bears, American Horse, Lone Bear, Red Dog 
and some of their soldiers. General Stanley then said 
to them: 

We have called you here together to-day for the last time, to 
have a council talk over this matter. We want this talk to be a 
businegs talk, like ata trade. We must come down to what it 
costs in money. The only question for you to decide is whether, 
if you get 1,000 more cows, it would be best for you to remain on 
the Missouri River. There is nothing unfair in it, because 1,000 
cows would cost $25,000. The handling of your goods in hauling 
them to the White Clay country would cost about $25,000. That 
is all there 1s in that. In settling on those creeks on the White 
River for the first year or two you need not expect to raise 
much; but as to settling we expect you to settle for some time 
tocome. When _ go to raising cattle you will ficd that not 
one creek alone is nec to you but many more. We will 
recommend that you will divide with Spotted Tail (that is, all 
the land between the White and Niobrara Rivers, running from 
the south fork of the White River to White Clay Creek), taking 
all the creeks up to Bad Land Creek, which is your country. 

In reply Red Cloud said: 

The first thing you big men—our friends who are sitting here 
to-day—did, was to go out and look at our land, and it makes my 
heart feel glad to think you went. Last fall 1 went to see my 
Great Father. My Great Father sat as you are now sitting 
there to-day. I spoke to my Great Father at the time, thus 
giving him ay thoughts, and I now hold to the same. I told my 
wishes when I was in Washington. 


Here the chief paused to take a smoke and grew very 
serious. Resuming, he said: 


Since that time I can’t s ahead, speak aside, nor speak 
behind to say any more than I told my Great Father about the 
land, The land we went to sce told my Great Father about,

Captain Drum’s command 
being within about thirty miles of the place on Thursday, en 
route to Mount Idaho, where the mail carrier brought him the 
news, he s immediately for the scene of the murder.

Assistant Surcgeon E. M. Martin, U. 8. Navy, 
died at the residence of his father, Dr. Martin, Lane 
Co., Pa., on Tuesday, August 20.

His 
close application to his books apparently brought on 
a return of the trouble, resulting in apoplexy, from 
which he died.

The me- 
dical profession was represented by xome forty 
gentlemen and the Service furnished an escort in the 
persons of Medical Director J. S. Messersmith, U. 8. 
Navy, Master W. A. Marshall, U.S. N., an officer of 
the line, and J. Ross Martin, U. 5. N., Asst. Pay- 
master. The Doctor served on the Pacific coast on 
board the Jntrepid, in the Brooklyn Navy-yard, and 
at Brandon, Virginia, 

Captain Gzo. Brown, commanding the Alaska’ 
in a despatch dated at sea July 1, reports the result 
of deep-sea soundings in the yicinity of the reported 
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rock in Lat. 25 deg. 34 min. N., and Long. 40 deg. 
23 min. W. He found or saw no indications of shoal 
water and is satisfied that no such rock exists.

Tue Baltimore Americim, speaking of the defects 
of our Naval vessels, says: ‘*The trouble with the 
ships is in some quarters urged as being the fault of 
the officers, and it is afgucd that, consequently, we 
should shut up the Naval Academy and stop officer- 
ing the Navy on the plan that has existed for so 
many years. The premises and the conclusions do 
not hold together. The trouble with our ships 
comes from the Navy Department, and not from the 
men who officerthem, Secretary Thompson has been 
doing his very best to remedy the wrongs of the past, 
but he has had thirteen years of mal-administration 
to make up for, Any person who his had the 
slightest degrve of acquaintance with the personnel 
of the Nivy knows that the officers are fully cogniz 
ant of the rascalities that have been practiced in the 
building of ships and machinery, and the outfit of 
vessels, It is very far from being their fau't that 
engines break down, screws drop out (as in the case 
of the Wyoming), or that machinery works at sixes 
and sevens. They neither build the ships nor put 
the machinery into them, knowing, at the same time, 
all their defects, It is hard enough on the officers 


to compel them to risk their lives, without also hold- 4 


ing them culpable for consequences that proceed 
directly from causes over which they have no con- 
trol. Take them all in all, they are an honor to the 
country, and only the discipline of the Service re- 
straine them from telling all they know about the 
frauds that have been practiced under their eyes in 
prepariog their ships for sea. Secretary Thompson 
is managing affairs for the better, but he cannot im- 
mediately repair all the evils of the past.” 


Reak ApmrraL E, T, Nicaots reports from Rio 
de Janeiro, July 25, the condition and movements of 
the South Atlantic squadron under his command. 
The Hartford, flagship, and Z.sex were then in that 
port; also tha Guard, on special service. Rear- 
Admiral Nichols had just recovered from an attack of 
rheumatism, which, while it lasted, confined him to 
his ship, and interrupted somewhat the usual ex 
changes of visits with the authorities and the foreign 
commanding officers at Rio. The Hon. H. W. Hill- 
iard, U.S. Minister, visited the Wusrtford, June 27, 
and was received.with appropriate honors. July 24, 
His Excellency Senhor EJ. de Anudrado Pinto, Minis- 
ter of Marine, visited the flagship and the honors due 
to his rank and position were extende.i to him. His 
Excellency seemed much pleased, and alluded in 
graceful terms to the vessel, and-the brave old hero, 
Farragut, who was so inseparably connected with 
her. July 9, the Italian steam sloop Governolo, the 
ship of the sevior officer of the Italian naval forces on 
the station, arrived from Montevideo, and on July 16 
the Volage, ship of the senior officer of the British 
force ou the station, arrived from the same place. 
The usval salutes and courtesies were exchanged. 
The anniversary of the D-.claration of Independ- 
ence was appropriately celebrated July 4:h. The 
health of Rio seems to be at its best, though there 
are still occasional cases of yellow fever. There is no 
epidemic disease in the squadron, Some cases of 
intermittent fever had occurred on all the vessels, 
and one death, at the hospital, from disease resem- 
bling yellow fever—a seaman from the Guard, Ail 
others sent on shore, had returned to duty. The 
court-martial in the case of Pay Clerk Alvin Rk. Reed, 
of the Hartford, had concluded their proceedings 
and forwarded record to the Department for revision. 
Mr. Reed returns to United States first opportunity.

REVIEW OF THE ENGLISH PRACTICE 
SQUADRON. 


I was present at the grand naval review at Spithead 
Aug. 13, and it was an imposing sight to see so mauy 
fine specimens of vessels present. The review was 
witnessed by a number of officers attached to our naval 
vessels at Havre. Lieut. R. H. Armit, Royal Navy, 
bad Lord Alfred Paget’s steam yacht Dido in Havre, 
testing his invention, the cycloidal screw. The French 
Minister of Marine had detailed a couple of engineers 
to attend trial trips and make areport. With their 
sanction it was agreed to visit Portsmouth, making the 
distance between there and Havre the trial trip. Lieut. 
Armit courteously extended an invitation to the 
American naval officers to go over and return with him 
as guests. Those who were able availed themselves of 
his kind offer. A General Court-martial ordered to 
convene on the 13ih prevented others from attencing. 
The run, with his two-bladed cycloidal propeller, of 
five feet diameter and six feet pitch fitted, was made in 
eight hours and a half, a distance of ninety-five miles. 
The Dido, which is about thirty tons, schooner 
rigged, and eighty-one feet in length, proved to be a 
good sea boat, as it was blowing a stiff westerly breez> 
at the time, and she rode the seas like a pilot boat. 
Her compound engines are classed as twelve horse 
power, and develop to sixty-five horse power.

The day of the review was cloudy, with frequent 





passing showers, but the Dido kept on the quarter of 
the royal yacht and to leeward of the second line. The 
fleet was anchored in two lines, the starboard division 
was com d of the armored broadside vessels and 
the ivision of the turret ships, with the 7hunderer 
leading the line. A royal salute was tired when the 
ee embarked at Osborne on the royal yacht. The 

ictoria and Albert then steamed between the lines, and 
when she and the different vessels following, contain- 
ing officials, etc., had passed clear of the lines, a 
second salute was fired, the turret ship not saluting. 
The vessels were to have got underway, and steamed 
around the Victoria and Albert, but the preparatory 
signal was annulled owing wo signs of thickening 
weather. 

The Dido steamed around the Hurydice, which laid 
bilged in Sandown Bay in two fathoms of water. The 
workmen were busily engaged passing out articles, and 
the sad duty of passivg out coffins with the dead went 
on at the same time, as the weather was threatening and 
the Hurydice will probably have to be broken up. 

The officers then visited the 7hunderer and inspected 
her to the fire rooms. Similar and dissimilar features 
were seen in comparing her with the monitors. The 
hydraulic system of loadiog was shown and explained, 
also revolving the turrets. The 35-ton guns in the 
after turret are worked by hand, the 38-ton guns 
forward by hydraulic. he torpedo boats were 
underway most of the time, and running about in a 
snakelike manner. The next day the yacht returned 
with them to Havre. 








Tue Hunt Lrre Saving Apparatus —The Hunt 
life line prejectile was tested at Nut Island, Boston 
Harbor, on ‘I'hursday, Aug. 22, before Mr. Sumner I. 
Kimball, chief of the Life Saving Service, and Capt. 
Merryman, of the Treasury Department, and other 
gentlemen. At the first trial, with a four-ounce 
charge of powder, the projectile, with a line similar in 
size to @ Cc »mmon cord line attached, was thrown 1,900 
feet. A second trial, with a similar charge of powder, 
carried the projectile with a number 24 line, whicu is 
about the size of a pipe stem, 1,500 feet, and in the 
third trial a No. 7 line, the largest used in the life ser- 
vice, a successful flight of 1,300 feet resulted. The 
next trial was made with a charge of five ounces of 
powder, when the cod lioe was carried over 2,100 feet, 
or very nearly balfa mile. The projectile is a cylin- 
der of tin, 20 inches in length, fitting the gun. Atone 
end it is closed with a heavy disk of iron, and covered 





with a flanged piece of lead, which in firing serves the 
double purpove of asib>t and, when cxp:nd:d, a gas 
check. At the forward end of the cylinder are sol- 
dered four cquidistant radial wings, which, when the 
shot is in flight, serve to give it steadiness. In the in- 
terior of the cylinder is coiled, under a hetvy pressure, 
the line, the free end of which is led out through a hole 
in the centre of a wooden plug, which closes the for- 
ward end of the case. To use the apparatus the heavy 
end of the case is dropped into the gua, upon the pow- 
der, leaving some five inches of its length projecting 
above the muzzle of the piece. The prejxcting end of 
the line is then knotted toa similar one lying on the 
ground, and then the piece is fired. Immediately on 
leaving the gun the projectile turos over, and the 
weighted Pe takes the forward position and at the 
same time both the shot and stationary cise on shore 
begin paying out line with such uniform rapidity that 
the knot which unites the lines advances at first about 
one-hulf the speed of the projectile. Uy these means, 
says the Boston Jerald, which gives this descrip- 
tion, ‘‘and through the additional precaution of 
thoroughly saturating both lines with paraffine, all sud- 
den strain is taken off the line, and never, sioce the in- 
ventor has learned how tc construct bis apparatas pro- 
perly, has a single line purted or become detached from 
the shot, which is no uncommon occurrevce in tbe old 
system. When it is stated that the total weight of this 
new apparatus, including the gun, is but fifteen pounds, 
it will b2 at once seen that no great delay can occur in 
bringing it into service on shore, while it would seem 
to be invaluable to the coaster or merchantman as a 
means of getting a line from shipboard to the land. 
How well the officials, who inspected the apparatus on 
Thursday,were satisficd with what they saw,can only be 
imagined, for they were reticent to a degree, but there 
can be but little doubt that they were deeply impressed 
when they saw a line carried, at a right angle to the 
directiun of a stift breeze, nearly half a mile right out 
to sea.”

Our old friend and censor, Mr. Wm. Howard Rus- 
sell, hascome most triumphantly out of a libel suit, the 
first and only one brought against him as the editor of 
the Army and Navy Gazette.

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‘TRANSFER OF THE INDIANS. 


T is evident that the Department of the Interior is 
not disposed to part with its control of the Indians 
without a struggle, and it has adopted an ingen‘ous 
expedient to create public sentiment against the 
transfer of the Indians to the War Department. A 
circular letter has been sent to the Indian agents 
directing them to call a council of all the chiefs and 
head men, and ask for an expression of their opinions 
and wishes with reference to the transfer. The proceed- 
ings at one of the agency meetings, of which we havea 
report, is, we presume, a fair indication of the value 
of such an expression of opinion on the part of these 
untutored souls. At the agency in question the 
council was opened by reading the circular letter 
referred to, and having it interpreted to the Indians, 
The agent then stated that in the Great Council of the 
Nation there were two parties: the party that was now 
taking care of the Indians, and a party who was in 
favor of turning over the Indians to the War Depart- 
ment, and that the latter party claimed they could do 
it better and cheaper, etc. Now, the Indians have no 
more idea ot what the War Department is than they 
have of the man in the moon, and no trouble was 
taken to explain it any further. Consequently, 
during the whole subsequent proceedings it was clear 
to any owe present that each Indian chief as he spoke 
was under the impression that they were to be turned 
over to the ‘‘soldiers” up at the fort, and that as tar 
as “cheapness” was concerned they thought that it 
was run about as cheap as they wanted it, their 
speeches in every single instance branch off into com- 
plaints of not getting enough to eat now. If they 
was turned over to the ‘‘ soldiers” to be run cheaper, 
they concluded, naturally enough, that they would 
get much less, So one and all expressed themselves 
opposed to their being turned over to the “ soldiers,” 
The chiefs were requested at the beginniny to give 
their reasons for or against the proposed change, but 
one only of them all gave any reason whatever, and 
his reason against being turned over to the soldiers 
was, “ That he had seen very large numbers of citi 
zens and very few soldiers; that there being so many 
more citizens than soldiers, they (citizens) must have 
‘heap more dollars,’ and he and his people wanted 
to stay with the citizens who had the most money, 
because where the most money was, there must be 
the most ‘chuck,’” i. ¢. food. Each chiei’s speech 
was taken down at once as it was interpreted, and 
each was to be written out, signed by the chief who 
made the speech, and all were to be forwarded to the 
bureau in Washington. Now if the Indians at the 
different agencies did nut understand the subject any 
clearer or better then those at the agency we refer to, 
we can easily conceive what a mass of valuable testi- 
mony was obtained by the present bureau for the 
benefit of the Congressional Committee, 
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did not begin to have any idea of the subject, and 
were to a man afraid that this same “ turning over” 
involved a movement of the whole tribe to probably 
some other section of country, which they bitterly 
opposed, as they are located where they are by their 
own choice. To ask the Indians what they think 
about the transfer is absurd, as any practical man 
must readily see. It is impossible that they (or for 
that matter any one else) should understand our sys- 
tem of divided responsibility. Still less can they 
comprehend the effect of this system upon their per- 
sonal fortunes. The committee having the matter in 
charge need only open their eyes to what is going on 
at any given moment in the Indian country to see the 
expediency of reforming the present system of Indian 
mismanagement, This year alone, half a dozen 
agencies have been found honeycombed with fraud, 
perjury, and robbery. In three of them, Army officers 
have temporarily taken the place of the turned-out 
agents; and if all the agencies that could be im- 
proved hy a like change should receive it, the trans- 
fer of the Indian reservations to Army charge would 
be largely accomplished without the act of Congress. 

A few weeks since we gave a specific account of 
the monstrous frauds of the Crow Creek Agency. 
They were partly paralleled in kind, though not in 


*} extent, at the Lower Bru!é Agency, where the agent, 


8 relation of LivinesTons, is said to have carried his 
private servant on the pay rolls as a Government 
laborer, to have appropriated beef hides belonging 
to the Government, and to have drawn money for 
service never performed. At the Yankton Agency 
the presiding genius seems to have got away with a 
large number of cattle that were not reported by 
him, and he soon stepped down and out, At the 
Cheyenne Agency, as at Crow Creek, there was a 
private eating house of the agency authorities, run 
with Government supplies of beef, potatoes, and 
milk; supplies for the Indians were turned over to 
the private employé3 of the agency trader, and Gov- 
ernment forage was fed to private horses; Indian 
rations of sugar, beans, coffee, tobacco, and bacon 
found their way to a private ranche owned by the 
agent; agency labor, horses and wagons were used 
in hauling wood on a private contract; trains for the 
Black Hills got outfits from the agency warehouse ; 
and the census of the Indians, on which Government 

rations were based, was put at 7,000, when it ought 
to have been over 4,000. At Fort Berthold Agency, 
where Agent TaPpan not long ago drew a voucher 
for a vast amount of supplies never furnished by the 
Sioux City storexeeper with whom TAPPAN was in 
league, his successor, one ALDEN, has been found 
guilty of some petty crookeduess which will cost him 
his place. His illustrious predecessor’s frauds were 
for $25,000, while ALDEN’s peculations were only a 
couple of over-loose constructions of the pay roll, 
amounting to a few hundred dollars, 

Standing Rock Agency was the one at which a 
former Indian agent and his clerk are said to have 
cleared over $40,000 above their modest salaries 
(which, combined, only amounted to $2,300) by re- 

porting and drawing rations for 7,000 Indians, when 
they had unly 1,800 tosupply. But the present or 
late agent, Mr. Hueuss, is specially of interest to 
the Army from having made the slanderouscharge that 
the troops at the post had debauched the morals of 

the Indians, and that to them could be traced the 

paternity of the eighty odd bastard papooses at the 

agency. Gen. TERRY'S investigation, referred to else- 

where, exploded this monstrous slander, and showed 

that only half a dozen of the eighty-two illegitimate 

children were chargeable to scldiers, while the rest 

were due to civilians at the agency and employés, 

After that performance, the agent got himself into 

so much trouble with his Indians that some of them 

undertook to throw him out of the reservation, if not 

to drown him in the Missouri River, from which fate 

he was rescued at a critical moment by Lieut.-Col, 

CARLIN, commanding the post. An investigation of 

this affair by Indian Inspector HamMonp ensued, but 

it soon took a wider range; for the agent was charged 

with misusing his office in the matter of contracts, 

with false representations to Indians, with reporting 

more Indians than there were on the reservation, and 

with maintaining gross favoritisms and dislikes 

among the Indians, stuffing some and starving others.

place which knew Agent Hueues will henceforth 
know him no more, We wonder whether Standing 
Rock Agency is one of those in which the red men 
are asked which they like best, civil or military 
supervision ? 

With such examples drawn from the disclosures of 
the present summer, we need not go back to frauds 
of last year or the year before, or the year before that. 
If an “Indian Department Almanac” was to be 
made, its handy chronology of events for months and 
years could be filled with such recorcs as this: “ Prof. 
Marsu, this date, exposed the Red Cloud Agency 

beef frauds;” “‘This day, the rat eaten blankets, 
paper-sole brogans, Jew’s harps, and sheet-iron ‘ steel 
spades,’ were received at Yakama reservation ;” 
‘*This month and day, Pawnee Agency frauds de- 
tected”—and soon. There would be material to fill 
all the blank pages with fine print. 

It must be noted, also, that, while an exceptional 
element has lately been brought into the Indian De. 
partment by the appointment of Inspector Hammonp 
—an intruder whose vigorous slashing at hitherto 
reputable agents has made him powerful enemies— 
yet the system itself is one under which gross frauds 
can flourish for years. No one will pretend that, 
with the Army system of accounts, sneered at as red 
tape, and often vexatious by its minuteness of 
vouchers and verifications, any such rascality could 
long goon. Yet one of the points of defence made 
for the Standing Rock agent was that Commissioner 
Sressins, of the Indian Board, visited that agency 
and the Missouri agencies in general only a few 
mnths ago, and that “after giving his attention to 
the condition of affairs and examining all the ac- 
counts and books of Mr. Hucuss, he was convinced 
that the whole series of charges were false in every 
particular, and that Lieut.-Col. Cartin had been 
duped.” Again, the agent at first appointed to suc- 
ceed Livinestone was Mr. E. C. GAMBLE; but it 
was found, we believe, that he had, as inspector, 
visited Crow Creek half a dozen years ago; and al- 
though the agent’s crookedness was at that time 
developed, this inspector discovered nothing to cen- 
sure, 

It is undoubtedly true that Inspector Hammonp 
has proved a sort of Morgiana, who, lighting on one 
agency jar containing a thief, has since been indus- 
triously uncovering a good many others’ jars in the 
same row, and has thus far “ potted” a robber in 
every one, It is also just to say that wherever he has 
found a rascally agent, trader, or farmer, Mr. Ham 
MOND has dealt out Morgiana’s justice on his official 
pate. But there are some errorsin the present Indian 
system apparently so ingrained that the best and per- 
haps the only way to remove them is to remove the 
whole system. ‘No bureau of the Government,” 
says Secretary Scuurz’s Board of Inquiry, “has 
afforded more opportunity for concealment of fraud 
than the Indian Bureau,” The present relations of 
the agent and the trader they pronounce to be 
founded on “a license to an agent and his proxy to 
swindle the Indians in the name of the United States 
of America.” This is an official way of putting the 
unofficial jest that the Department’s initials, U. 8. 
I. D. stand for “ yous cheat, I divide.” That report 
is an overwhelming arraignment of the way in which, 
throughout our Indian management, ignorance, im- 
becility, and irregularity play into the hands of per- 
jury, thieving, and fraud. In fact the chief thing 
resembling system is the systematic fraud. 

We might go on to show how, as “bad begins,” 
so “ worse remains behind ”—how these plunderings, 
right and left, of the Government drive the Indians 
to war. As the report just quoted says, “the plun 
deved have no recourse in law, and year by year resort 
to arms—the only recourse of a barbarous people.” 
Gen. Porg expresses a like sentiment where he says 
that “the administration cf Indian agents and the 
encroachment of the whites are what generally lead 
to war with Indians, which the Army has nothing to 

do with beginuing, and which it only eogages in, in 
compliance with the orders of the Government. The 
Army is the victim and not the author of wars with 
Indians.” Yet Indian agents and bureau officers, at 
least, prior to removal for fraud or inefficiency, pose 
as the protectors of the red men against a b!s0d- 
thirsty and ruthless soldiery ! 

The Army, we repeat, has no need to offer its ser- 


to this bureau, it should do so intelligently. It should 
not have dust thrown in its eyes by mock canvasses 
of Indian preferences, even admitting, as we do not, |: 
that such canvasses should be decisive; nor must the 
good name of the Army be wronged in the desperate 
struggle of the Indian bureau for continued exist- 
ence, 








INTERNATIONAL MILITARY MATCH. 


SHorTLY before General Sherman’s departure for 
New Mexico he addressed a letter to Gen. George W. 
Wingate, chairman of the committee of the National 
Rifle Association having in charge the international 
match, stating that he had been informed that no 
transportation could be provided for teams desiring to 
participate in the international military match on be- 
half of the Regular Army, and that, therefore, it was 
impossible to order them to Creedmoor, a orders 
would carry transportation. General Sherman fur- 
ther stated that he was strongly in favor of the match 
and of all kinds of rifle practice, and suggested that 
General Wingate should confer with the Secretary of 
War on this subject, as the latter had a larger discre- 
tion in the matter. In pursuance of this request, and 
also at the further suggestion of General Hancock, 
General Wingate called upon the Secretary of War at 
Washington, August 22, and explained to him the ob- 
ject and purpose of the match. Secretary McCrary 
expressed his interest in the contest, and his apprecia- 
tion of the importance of interesting the Army in rifle 
practice, and stated that he should refer the matter to 
Gen. Dunn, the Judge Advocate of the Army, for his 
opinion, and if he advised that the law would authorize 
it he would ,direct that transportation be furnished. 
General Dunn was also found to be favorable to the 
project, and stated that he would examine the law 
without delay.and give his opinion at once, in order 
that in case the necessary authority was found to exist 
the troops might be sent forward at the earliest possi- 
ble moment. The Secretary of War has since written 
to General Wingate, stating that the quartermaster- 
general will furnish the necessary tranportation for a 
team from each of the military divisions to participate 
in the international match at Creedmoor. The Na- 
tional Rifle Association, through the chairman of the 
range committee, have tendered to General Hancock 
the use of Creedmoor on any day when it is not occu- 
pied by the National Guard, for practice by teams of 
the Regular Army. The offer has been accepted by 
General Hancock, and a circular forwarded to the 
different commanders informing them of the fact. The 
prize offered by Judge Lilton, which is to be the prin- 
cipal trophy in the match, is to be a shield four feet 
long by three feet high, bearing on its face a spirited 
representation of a buffalo hunt, in repousse work. The 
design for the border has not yet been finally decided 
upon. It will be wrought in iron, gold, silver, and 
copper, and will be as handsome as the art of the de- 
signer can make it. The actual value of the trophy 
will not be less than three thousand dollars, as Messrs. 
Tiffany and Company do not expect to limit them- 
selves to the amount they receive for it. The 
N. R. A. will hold this trophy for each year 
as the Elcho Shield is held, and thus perpetuate 
a match which will have an important influence 
upon the development of military rifle practice.

Tue Army and Navy have had a fortunate ex- 
emption thus far from the yellow fever visitation 
which is desolating some sections of the South. 
Special appeals for assistance come from Grenada, 
Miss., Memphis, Tenn., and other districts stricken 
with the plague, and we have the usual display of 
self sacrificing devotion on the part of many; shining 
the brighter by contrast with the exhibition of a 
craven spirit on the part of others, An appeal from 
Memphis is signed by Charles C. Parsons, Rector St. 
Lazarus and Grace Caurch, a clergyman who is well 
known to the Service as a former officer of the 4th 
Artillery. Help is needed this appeal says: “1st. To 
feed the hungry who van earn nothing. 24. To pro- 
vide for the barest necessities of the sick. 3d. To 
minister to the dying. 4th. To bury the dead. 5th. 
To take immediate care of the children who are made 
orphans by the ravages of the fever. To meet all 
these rcquirements we have absolutely nothing, and 
there is nothiag that we can Jook for unless the 
hearts of our brethren are touched by this plain 
statements of our wants. We are not justified in

ing struggle with the fever in its worst form, accom-

Surgeon-General Jao. M. Woodworth, of the U. S. 
Marine Hospital service, gives some important facts 
in his circular of August 24, as to the progress of the 
yellow fever. In New Orleans, during week ending 
Aug. 23, there were 771 cases and 534 deaths ; during 
last twenty- four hours, 123 new cases and 40 death; 
total cases, 1,673 and deaths 534. In Vicksburg, 
400 cases to date and 89 deaths. In Memphis, 144 
cases and 53 deaths. Port Gibson, 118 cases and 9 
deaths. Grenada, no definite information could be 
obtained. Mobile and Key West, no cases, Canton, 
Miss., 18 cases and 8 deaths. Memphis, Tenn., 144 
cases and 53 deaths. Havana, 90 deaths week ending 
August 17. 

Tents and Government rations have been issued to 
some extent by the War Department to the sufferers 
by the fever, and to an appeal from Vicksburg the 
Secretary of War responds as follows: 

J. F. Dali, Mayor: Wasuineton, August 26, 1878. 


Tents were sent to you several days ago. I advise an appeal to 
Northern citizens for help. I fear the Government cannot sup- 
ply what is required. hatever I do is without authority.

‘* Events have their irony,” says M. Félizet, in the 
Diaz Neuvidme Siecle. ‘*To a device invented in the 
bombardment and in the blood of Paris, Em- 
peror William. stnuck by a German hand, has owed 
the privilege of filling out the years which his fate yet 
accords to him.” The explanation of this curious as- 
serlion may have some interest to the medical officers 
of our Army and Navy. It seems from the account 
of M. Félizet that, after having tried the old methods 
of bandaging his wounds, the Emperor’s pbysicians 
essayed the dressing of wadding—pansement ouaté—cf 
Dr. Alphonse Guérin, which succeeded admirably. M. 
Guérip, in describing his inveation, says that he was 
much distressed, during the Franco-Prussian war, by 
the fact that the greater part of his patients on whom 
amputation was performed, died. Studying how he 
might free them from what he calls the poisoned air of 
the hospitals, he bethought himself that this miasma, 
which, even ag early as 1868, he had considered as 
possibly depending on the dust particles in the atmos- 
phere pointed out by M. Pasteur, could be caught in 
the fibres of wadding. M. Guérin says that if he now 
heals bis bruised and wounded patients better than the 
old practice, it is because in his dressing both the soft 
or fleshy portions and the bones are fixed in perfect im- 
mobility; because the elastic compress, which is never 
too strong, checks the stagnation of the fluids; and be- _ 
cause the const#it temperature and the iofrequency 


(rareté) of the dressing, and the lessening of paio which 


results, combine with the obstacle to the introduction 


of germs through the filtrage of the air, to aid recovery. 
Certainly the subject is a highly important one to 
investigate thoroughly in military service, and the re- 


ported adoption of M. Guérin’s practice by the Ger- 


man physicians attending the Emperor would seem to

eamer can bring such articles as he sees fit and is only 
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equired to make a declaration of them, when they are 
either passed free, or he pays the duties. He is not 
harged with smuggling or with an attempt to defraud 
he revenue. It is impossible to see why the same 
privilege should not be extended to officers of the Navy 
returning in public vessels; or why the right should be 
denied them of “importing,” if it may be so called, on 
the same conditions as apply to private individuals. 
Why they apy more than a private citizzn under like 
circumstsnces should be ‘‘ fined,” as if they were 
smuggleis, or professional defrauders of the revenue, 
we cannot see. 
The law evidently intended that articles should not 
be imported in public vessels for traffic, and not that 
an officer or seaman should be debarred the privilege 
of bringing home an extra pair or two of kid gloves or 
@ meerschaum pipe. But as a less liberal construction 
O})lains ut the Treasury Department it only remains for 
Lose who do bring home articles of any kind from 
abroad in public vessels, to report the fact to the 
custom authorities immediately on arriving in a port 
of the United States. They will in this way avoid the 
search of the vessel and save themse!ves of the‘odium 
of being heralded all over the country a3 ‘‘ gay smug- 
glers.” When such reports are made, the customs 
officers have evinced a disposition to deal gently and 
justiy, and to extend all the privileges the law allows.

THE LAWRENCE, VAN DENEST AFFAIR. 


Wasuarineton, Aug. 27, 1878. 


AN event which has caused considerable stir in 
Army, Navy and diplomatic circles is the recent 
Lawrence, Van Denest affair, which result: d in a duel 
somewhere in Germary. Tuvis affar,in which persons 
having a long line of honorable ancestors are con- 
cerned, will bring up some curious reminiscences, not 
only with the old officers of the Army, but with some 
considerable number of officers of comparatively few 
years of service. 

Mrs. Lawrence is the daughter of the late Gen. J. P. 
Taylor, Commissary General of Subsisterce, and the 
niece of ‘‘Old Zack.” Eva Taylor was a bewitching 
little ccquette of seventeen in 1861, wheu the gradu- 
ating class came on here from West Point to drill and 
‘*set up” the volunteers. Of this class was Lieut. 
Henry W. Kingsbury, one of the most promising 
young officers in the Army. He wooed snd won the 

retty blonde, and in a few months they were married. 

o ’61 or early in ’62 Kingsbury was appointed colonel 
of a Connecticut regiment, and at Antietam he fell 
mortally wounded. A few weeks after his death a 
son was born, who is now a fine young fellow of 
sixteen. But here we must digress a little from our 
subject to speak of the father of Colonel Henry Kings- 
bury. He was one of the drollest creatures that ever 
lived, in our Army or any other Army. JuliusJ. B. 
Kingsbury graduated at West Point in 1823, and he 
was assigned to the 2d Infantry. He was one of the 
most genial, kind hearted fellows io the world. He 
was fond of young company—perfectly heedless, a 
perfect procrastinator--never doing any thing to-day 
which could possibly be put off until to-morrow. 
Some time about the time of the Black Hawk war he 
loancd a man a few hundred dollars, for which he 
received as security a mortgage co a lot of ground 
where the city of Chicago now stands. The mortgage 
was not paid, and Kiogsbury came into possession of 
the ground which in a few years became immensely 
valuabie. He was frcquentl> importuned to sell the 
land for some fabulous price, and at one time he agreed 
to sell and to sign all the pap2rs making the transfer. 
But when the papers were brought to him he said: 
‘* Very well, I'll attend to it to. morrow.” In vain was 
he urged to sign them, and to-morrow never came, and 
as the p)pers were never tigned the propeity was kept 
until bis deat!, which occurred in this city in 1856. 

Inoumerabie stories are told of the eccentricities of 
** Old Julius,” but no one who never saw the man can 
have any idea of his perfect oddity. Soon af‘er the 
Mexican war he established himself at the uld City 
Hotel in Broadway, New York. This was a famous 
resort for Any aod Navy officers at that time, and at 
* sharp elevén”™ old Julius held his court in one of the 
side rooms near the bar. Here he would sit as long as 
any one would'stay with him to assist him in sipping 
teddies. Lfe:would leave only when the party would 
leave to go uptown. He always “ ran” with the young 
men, and when be struck a party of that sort he 
remained wiih them until the last. He never retired 
to bis room, while there was one of the party to sit up 
with him. 

I remember that on one occasion a party left the 
hotel tu take the afternoon steamer for West Point, 
and the majir said he would go down and see them off. 
He went of board and due notice was given of ‘all 
ashore,” but the major did not budge. The poiters on 
the steamer all knew him, and one after another they 
would come to say, “ Major, going to haul in the plank, 
sir,” but the major was in the midst of a story and he 
did not propose to be disturbed. Of course the steamer 
carried him off, and he lingered about West Point for 
the next two weeks, perfectly happy in the company 
of the young officers stationed there. He was fre- 
quentiy ordered to join his regiment by orders from 
tue War Department, and he was always going to start 
to-morrow, but he could never make up his mind to 
go, and after many months’ absence he was finally 
dropped from the rolls of the Army. It is doubtiul 
whether he ever, up to the time of his death, knew or 
cared whether he had been dropped. His property in 
Chicago had become immensely valuable, and it is pre- 
sumed that his agent was as liberal with him as were 
the staff officers of a former President, who in dis- 
tributing the Federal offices freely would occasionally 
see that some one whom the President appeared to 
favor was appointed; “ for,” said one of these offi-ers, 
‘*we must give the old man something occasionally.” 

Major Kingsbury had several children, two of whom 
survived him. A daughter married Gen. Simon B. 
Buckner, and she and Colonel Kingsbury were the 
heirs to the estate of their father. When Gen. Buckner 
joined bis fortunes to the South during the Civil war 
the share of the property inherited by Mrs. Buckner 
was willed to her brother, with the tacit agreement 
that she was to receive it again after the ‘‘ unpleasant- 
ness” was over. By the will of the colonel she was to 
receive it back, but unfortunately the will was not pro- 
perly witnessed, and as it could not stand in law, his 
estate was administered upon in the usual way. 

Col. Henry Kingsbury was the very opposite of his 
father. He was industrious, punctual, and most 
zealous in the discharge of every duty. He gradnated 
among the first five of his class, and he was one of 
those whom the gods love, for he died young and 
gloriously. 

The young widow was inconsolable for some weeks 
at least, but tull of youth and a desire for admiration. 
With a sprightliness of manner, and with her fascina- 
ting ways, she soon became the centre of attraciion at 
West Point, where she went to spend her summers. 
In the summei of 1864 she had the first class in a state 
of frevzy. She parted the best friends and she had 
them all by the ears generally. But a year or so after 
she threw them all aside to marry Gallatin Lawrence, 
who had been a gallant officer of the volunteer service 
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and who had lost an arm at Fort Fisher. Lawrence, 
who had the brevet of brigadier-gereral in the volun- 
teers, was a man of chivalrous nature, and he was

position as Minister. 
Lomestic troubles soon commenced. The General 
was fond of his club and his cards, and Mrs. Lawrence 
was ford of admiration and the foreigners, and particu- 
larly of Van Denest, Secretary of the Belgian lega- 
tion. They disappeared—not at the same time, how- 
ever—and it is said that they are living together in 
London. Gen. Lawrence is not one who would quietly 
submit to this state of affairs, even though he, Van 
Denest, had done him the favor to carry away his 
faithless wife. So he followed the gentleman to Europe 
to obtain the satisfaction of taking only one pop at 
him, and that one without effect. 
The friends of the familes on both sides would have 
gladly kept this matter quiet, but such a thing was 
impossible. The most estimable mother and sister of 
the lady in question, as well as her children, the 
youngest of whom is a beautiful littie girl, will receive

CONDUCT OF SOLDIERS ON THE FRONTIER. 


Last fall while General Terry was in Washington he 
met Mr. Hayes and the Indisn Commissioner in con- 
ference on the subject of the management of the In- 
dians. It was at that time that Mr. Hayt stated that 
the presence of the United States soldiers at the various

Standing Rock Agency. It would secm that if there was an 
subsequent letters that was the time and place to make the 
issue, as there were present the President, Secretary Schurz, 
Gen. Sherman, Gen. Terry, Superintendent Hammond, and my- 
self. The Secretary of War was not there, as Gen. Terry stated. 
As will be seen by the above statement there was no “charge” 
made by me, but a simple casual remark in reply to the question 
asked by Gen. Terry, which had no connection with the business 
of the meeting, and the reply was entirely unpremeditated on my 
art. On the 20th of December Gen. Terry wrote a letter to the 
ar Department asking the Indian Office for a statement in re- 
gard to the immorality of the soldiers at Standing Rock ‘and 
referred to the meeting at the White House. When the letter 
reached me I went with it to the Secretary of the Interior, and 
we both agreed that it would be a waste of valuable time tc open 
a discussion on the subject presented by General Terry, which 
would serve no good purpose, and would naturally lead to anta- 
gonism between the civil and military branches of the service, to 
the detriment of both, and as we, on our part, were desirous of 
maintaining the good feeling existing between the two Depart- 
ments, it was thought best to pass ihe matter over in silence 
On the 25th of February, Gen. Terry repeated his request of the 
26th of December, with additional emphasis. I then prepared a 
letter, which I submitted to the Secretary of the Interior, recit- 
ing the origin of the matter as herein related, and further, as I 
had made no charge against any person and had said nothing of 
a personal character, I denied the right of General Terry to call 
upon me for an explanation. After consultation with Secretary 
Schurz and the Secretary of War, and after reading to each of 
them the letter which I had prepared, both agreed that it was 
not worth while to make any answer and that it was best to let 
the matterdrop. This being the judgment of the superior officers 
of all the parties, I dismiseed the matter withont further thought. 
The next step was taken by Gen. Terry in March last, when he 
determined to make an ex parte examination, which he did 
through Co). Carlin, commanding post at Standing Rock. The 
gist of Col. Carlin’s report was that the immorality was largely 
the fault of the agency employees, numbering about a baker's 
dozen, and that the four hundred soldiers quartered there were 
responsible for about half a dozen illegitimate children. This 
report came down indoreed by Gens. Terry, Sheridan, and Sher- 
man, each of whom personally assailed me in their indoree- 
ment, and each of whom, in order to do 80, was obliged to 
assume that I had made a charge, which, as I have shown, was 
not in accordance with the truth. (The indorsements are ap- 
pended hereto.) The intelligent reader will be able to jadge 
whether all the various indorsements are warranted by the facts 
in the case. One word in regard to Gen. Sherman’s indorsement, 
which is the most offensive in its terms. The position taken by 
him are entirely untenable. I had not seen the report he ia- 
dorsed, and, therefore, could not have “ pooh-poohed ” at Gene.

General Terry took 
issue on the point, and said that he would thoroughly 
investigate the matter, and as scon as he returned to 
the frontier be wrote to the Secretary of War, request- 
ing him to ask Commissioner Hayt for the evidence 
in his possession. This letter was sent to Mr. .Hayt, 
but no reply of any kind was returned. Gen. Terry 
waited several months, and in February last wrote 
another letter calling for the evidence, which, was 
also sent to Hayt, but he maintained the same silence 
as in regard to the first letter. During the month 
of May General Terry wrote the third letter demand- 
ing the evidence and accompanying it with the report 
uf an investigation which had been conducted by his 
orders. The report wan made by General Carlin, the 
commanding officer at Standing Rock Agency. It 
contained the evidence of the agent, his employés, 
and the Catholic priest, the mission school teacher of 
the agency, and the result showed that out of forty- 
four half-breed children under eight years of age 
only one belonged to a soldier. This third letter of 
General Terry, with the report of the investigation 
accompanying it, was sent to General Sheridan, who 
indorsed it with the opinion that it was correct, and 
then forwarded it to GeneralSherman. The letter has 
now reached the War Depariment, containing the fol- 
lowing indorsement from General Sherman: 

I confess I have no patience to deal with this Indian question. 
The experience of such men as Generals Carlin, Terry, and Sher- 
idan, who have for thirty years lived in contact with the Indians, 
is h-poohed by a mere novice, a mere theorist who never saw 
a real Indian—the present Commissioner—and therefore it seems 
idle to submit this, a third letter, to convince the new Commis- 
sioner, yet, with the hope of reaching the President, our common 
father, tbeg the Honorable Secretary of War to read these papers 
(the report of Gen. Carlin), then explain them to the President, 
and, if necessary, let him combat their —— and contents. 
If the President is not convinced that Mr. Hayt knows little of 
what he spoke in General Terry’s presence, let us take all troops 
away from Indian agencies and put them to protect the white 
settlers against the depredations of theirs (the Indians), young 
and enterprising braves. Soldiers are, of course, men, and are 
denied wives and concubines. They have passions which are 
common tothe sex, but military discipline does something to 
curb this passion. Whereas the agents and their employees are 
restrained by no consideration, moral or physical. In such a mat-

GEN. HOOKER FIGHTING BACK. 


To the Huditor of the Tribune; 
Sir: My attention has just been called to an article in your 
paper over the name of Wm. F. G. Shanks in regard to the Battle 
of Lookout Mountain, After the lapse of so much time since 
the battle was fought (if ever) I am sorry he seems to have for- 
gotten some of the circumstances necessary to a correct under- 
standing of the fight, and I have only a mc.aent tocall your 
attention to a few of his more prominent omissions in his narra- 
tive, but will refer you for fuller details to my report of that 
battle—now on file in the War Department—should you desire to 
inform yourself further on the subject. On the whole, however, 
I cannot do less than to thank Mr. Shanks for the kindliness in 
his motives in espousing the controversy. General Grant has 
thought proper to open with me and my command in regard to 
the fight. Theinterview said to have been held with that gen- 
tleman by a correspondent of the Herald I have always seriously 
doubted, and shall continue to do so until more fully confirmed 
respecting it. Interviewers have of late displayed so much cun- 
ning and mischief-making in the practice of their pursuits that I 
thiuk my incredulity will not appeur strange to — General 
Grant has held such high positions that I am unwilling to believe 
that he will voluntarily go back on hir-relf, or on the troops that 
served him with ail the ardor and devotion of their natures, as 
he seems to have done, and which I can account for in no other 
way than that he was in his cups, or that the prospect of a third 
term had crazed his brain. Of course, General Grant will never 
be charged with having written or spoken the substance of the 
interview as reported to us, for that is foreign to his style, as 
any one who has either resd or listened to him can readily dis- 
cover. I strongly suspect that the interviewer was * coached” 
by another officer of the Army, of high rank, whose peculiar 
mode of warfare for some time past has been of this covert 
character. 
But before calling your attention to some of what I consider 
inaccuracies in Mr, Shanks’s letter, I may ,remise bricfly by say- 
ing that it was not the intention of the General-in-Chief for any 
part of the Army of the Potomac to take a leading rolein the 
operations around Chattanooga, which fact I was not aware of

betweea Generul Huoker and myself. Only the more 
readers of both letiers will see that I said no.hing which was 
oe to eeeter'e credit, and that he really controverts nothing I

It is evident from his letter, however, that the General does 
not like to give up the idea that the assault of Lookout ws of 
the magnitude of a battle,and that there were clouds there, 
above which he fought. But even he must surrender this 
delusionia time. He is entitled to the great credit at Lookout 
of a masterly manwavre without much lose of blood, and that is 
as high praise as he need seek. Iam reminded by this of 4 
criticism £ once heard of Walker’s painting of the battle, in 
which the critic exclaimed : “‘ That a battle picture! Who ever 
saw a battle without bloodshed ?* In our late rebellion there 
were very few who saw any bloodshed except their own. Hand- 
to-hand struggles and close conflicts of regiments and br 
were scenes vouchsafed to few. I saw none in several battles I 
witnessed. Whenever an attacking line got within about three 
hundred yards of the enemy, they either went back in a hurry 
or the others did. I know that when an attacking force got 
within three hundred yards of mel ran away ; and, as far as I 
could observe, so did everybody else in my im neighbor- 
hood. General Hooker and all the others who fought at k- 
out Mountain may as well admit that there were no clouds and 
eo noite, and claim the credit also of there being no needless 

oodshed.

The review 
was dispensed with on accouut of their being but one 
ofticer present ; but the inspection was most satisfactory, 
arms and accoutrements being in excellent condition, but- 
tons and brasses bright, and uniforms in splendid order. 
At the close of the inspection the rolls, which were neatly 
aud correctly made out, were c@ecked by the inspector, 
showing the following strength : present, 1 officer, 5 ser- 
geants, 6 corporals, 37 privates—total, 49 ; absent, 2 oflicers, 
14 privates—total 16; aggregate 65.

AMMUNITION FoR THE MitiTrAry Matcues.—It will be re- 
membered that at the August meeting of the Board ot 
Directors of the National Rifle Association a resolution was 
offered granting permissi n to competitors in the military 
matches during the fall meeting N. R.A. to use any agm- 
munition they choose. The resolution was strongly op- 
posed by several of the directors, and it was finally reterred 
to General Wingate with power. In order therefore to 
thoronghly understand the opinions of the regimental 
teams of the 1st and 2d Divisions on this subject the General 
caused the matter to be laid before each inspector of rifle 
practice with the request that they inform him of the 
wiches of their teams regarding the proposed change in 
the rule. The following replies have been thus far received : 
5th regiment—Prefer the State ammunition as at present 
issued ; 7th regiment—Have been practicing with our own 
ammunition, believing that we were to be allowed to use it 
in the matches, and would be placed at a great disadvan- 
tage if obliged to change; 11th regiment—Will not enter a 
team ; 12th regiment—Prefer the State ammunition, if al! 
the teams use it--if not will provide their own; 8th regi- 
ment—Same reply as 12th; 22d regiment—Will have no 
team ; 69th regiment—Will use the State ammunition ; 3d 
regiment Cavairy—Have every confidence in present ammu- 
nition; 13th regiment—Will not enter a team this year; 
14h regiment—See no reason why the existing rule 
requiring teams to use State ammunition at fall meeting

R. MC, aeks: Does a soldier travelling with discharge get a 
day's pay and allowance for every twenty iniles? Is his allow- 
ance of clothing added in allowances while travelling under dis- 
charge? Answer.—He receives for each twenty miles from 
place of diecharge to place of enlistment a day’s pay and thirty 
cents for subsistence. No clothing allowance. 

H.-—It is impossible to eay to what extent the surrender of a 
deserter who could give proof of previous good character would 
mitigate his punishment. It would undoubtedly be considered. 
As arale he would be sent to the nearest depot or station and 
tried there, 

M. W. G. asks: Which is the nearest port to Baltimore fora 
boy to enlist on a training ship ? and in which port is the train- 
ing ship Minn-sota lying ? ANswer.—The nearest place is New 
York at present, on the Minnesota.

The 
question to be answered is, Do the third last named non-com 
missioned officers rank thoee p ing them or not? ANSWER. 
—We imagine that the Judge-Advocate-General would have to 
decide where length of service was the same, otherwise they 
would fix the ran There could hardly be conflicting interests 
in duties. 

So.pier asks: In what manner should a tailor be reported on 
the muster rolls of his company, or bis battalion, or troop ? 
There is a diflerence of opinivn here between myself and a com- 
pany clerk. Now I say it is right to report on muster rolls 
Private so and 80, daily duty as company tailor. Explain to 
me what is ordinary military duty. Is the company tailor en- 
titled to have his bill collected at pay table before laundress 
bill? Answea.—A tailor may be reported on daily duty as com- 
pany tailor provided there are a sufficient number of men in the 
company for daty. A Jaundress bill can be collected from the 
paymaster in all cases, and also in case of death of the soldier, 
or in case of transfer, provided the Government owes the soldier 
a sufficient amount. A tailor is yO to collect his owa 
bills, though he can so couduct his business through his com- 
pany commander as to insure safety to himself in dues. 








ProressoR Henry Morton, president of the 
Stevens Institute of Technology, at Hoboken, who 
was — by President Hayes to fill the vacancy 
in the Light-house Board, caused by the death of Pro- 
fessor Henry, has just returned from the coast of 
Maine, where a number of very “a! experi- 
ments were made with fog sigoals. The Profeusor 
was accompanied by Admiral Rodgers, General Duane, 
and Commander Picking. The steamers Myrtle, Iris, 
and Daisy were placed at the disposal of the expedi- 
tion, which had its headquarters at the Light-house 
Station, at Portland. Protessor Morton is reported as 
saying that the observa'ions proved that a powerful 
steam fog whistle of the most improved pattern could 
be heard distinctly ten miles in one direction, and yet 
be entirely inaudible at the distance of only a quarter 
of a mile in another direction. Professor Henry 
adopted a theory some years ago in refercace to certain 
anomalous sound phenomena, that the wind, when 
blowing with greater velocity above the surface of the 
sea than at the surface, in approaching a source of 
sound, deflected the sound waves so as to throw them 
upwards and thus make them pass over the beads of 
observers stationed upon the sea ievil. Professor 
Tyndall maintained that the sounds were absorbed by 
what he termed ‘“‘ acoustic clouds,” or spaces of air of 
greater or less density than the surrounding portions 
of the atmosphere, which floated between the source 
of sound and the observers upon the sea level. Several 
experiments were made by LVrofetsor Morton’s ex- 
pedition which proved the truth of Professor Henry’s 
hypothesis.

MILITARY EDUCATION. 


GENERAL SHERMAN has lately written the following 
letter in reply to one of inquiry from Major J. 8. 
Rogers, Superintendent of the Michigan Military 
Academy: 


HEADQUARTERS ARMY OF THE UNITED STATES, 
Wasarneton, D. C., July 30, 1878. 
Major J. Sumner Rogers, Superintendent of the Michigan Mui- 
tary Academy; 

Dear Sir: I beg to acknowledge receipt of your fa- 
vor of July 25, asking my gencral opinion of the value 
and importance of military schools, such as you repre- 
sent, and in answer beg to assure you that I deem them 
not only most important but really essential to our 
national welfare. A discussion of the subject would 
consume a volume, and I have not time to give it the 
full measure of attention its importance demands. 

Military organization of itself is a science, and is ad- 
mirably adapted to every branch of business—espe- 
cially to that of education. The grouping of men or 
boys into squads, sections, companies, and battalions is 
of the first importance to enable the head to inaure close 
attention and impart instruction. By this means each 
one becomes individually responsible for his own con- 
duct, gaining personal credit when due, and receiving 
censure when necessary. The ordinary drill ‘‘ sets 
up” the boy, and makes a man of better figure, better 
pbysique, and consequently prolonging his life and 
adding to the measure of his influence asa citizen. If 
arms are added, so much the better for the physique; 
and the skilful use of the rifle is not only an accom- 
pli:hment, but may add to the security of his own life 
and those of bis neighbors. 

Again, the drill of a single company contains all the 
elemcnts of organization and instruction needed for a 
battalion; and an army of the greatest magnitude is 
only a judicious combination of battalions. Therefore, 
a military school, such as you control, is the best pos- 
sible preparation for a skilled militia or army of vol- 
unteers—absolutely essential to a Government such as 
ours, which will not maintain a large standing army. 
3}; Section 1,225, Revised Statutes, amended by 1,264, 
gives great encouragement to civil colleges, to the num- 
ber of 30, to engraft on the usual college curriculum 
the features of military organization, equipment, and 
instruction. I believe those laws have already accom- 
plished much good, and yet are susceptible of improve- 
ment and enlargement. I think each State should 
have a military academy; that some assistance should 
be extended to each by the United States in the way of 
arms, accoutrements, tents, and uniforms, and that 
each State should supplement this by a small money 
allowance to meet the extraexpense. I would then 
advice that all be subject to inspection by an ofticer of 
the Army at least once a year, aud that the dress, dis- 
cipline, and instruction should be uniform throughout 
—agreeing with that provided by law for the United . 
States Military Academy. 

You may always quote me as favoring military edu- 
cation jn connection with the civil instructions of our 
country, and I will gladly answer any fair question 
on any single point; but to give a treatise on so im- 
portant a subject in a common letter is impossible. 

The nearer you can model your academy after that 
of West Point, the nearer you will bs to the true stand- 
ard; but, of course, I know that an approximation is 
all that you should attempt. Wishing you all success,

The ‘‘distinguished guests” were so classi- 
fied, witha label on each coat collar, and on their 
arrival on the grounds were driven to the residence of 
Gen. Kilpatrick. On the hillside east of his residence, 
which was gaily decorated with flags, were the grand 
encampment, with the tents pitched in the young 
orchard of twenty acres, Farther east were two big 
tents, as large as a circus tent, where the speeches and 
the military dramatic display were given. Eating 
booths, shooting galleries, wheels of fortune, ginger- 
bread stalls, and beer counters, were squatted here and 
there. ‘Twenty-five hundred country people covered 
the stone walls and lined the roadway of the hillside 
waiting for the procession. At last this appearcd at 
4:30, and made a picturesque appearing coming upon 
the valley roadway in a cloud of dust.

straw and hay for beds; others were attiring them- 
selves; while more were stretched out discussing the 
situation, and many groups in large tents were playing 
cards, Eatiog booths were overrun by hungry sol- 
diers and civilians, and fireworks illuminated the air. 
The weather was perfect. In the evening spceches 
were made by Gen. Kilpatrick and by Gen. John C. 
Robinson, U.S. A., Gen. Sickles and Rev. Mr. Bur- 
rows, and Gen. Corse of Camden. The programme 
for the second day was: Reveille at 5:30 o'clock, 
breakfast at 6:30, guard mounting at 7:30, and brigade, 
regimental and company drills during the rest of the 
morning. A grand review took place at 2 o’clock in 
the afternoon, and the military drama ‘‘ Allatoona” 
was presented in the evening. 

The dramatic performance was second in interest 
only to that of Count Johannes, and the pe:formers 
who were, with two exceptions, amateurs, were abun- 
dantly guyed by the good natured audience. General 
Kilpatrick and Mr. Knight rendered the scene between 
Fitz James and Roderick Dhu. General Kilpatrick, as 
Fitz James, in the opening reception killed Mr. Knight, 
as Roderick Dbu in approved style, the boys shouting: 
** Bully for you, Kil; stick him while he’s down,” etc. 
The General’s purple tights were a little large, and in 
killing Roderick he barely saved his wig. The camp 
at 10 o’clock is described as presentirg a wild appear- 
ance. A great many men, not soldiers, were intoxi- 
cated, and loud voices vere heard quarrelling. One 
man was punctured with a bayonet. The gathering 
appears to have been, on the whole, what is vulgarly 
known as a ‘‘high old time,” and its net result is the 
complete disarrargement of the economy of Gen. Kil- 
pstrick’s farm. 








Ir is well known that the germs of yellow fever are 
destroycd by frost. Acting on this hint Dr. Rushrod 
W. James suggests, in the Philadelphia Ledger, fighting 
the scourge with machines for producing artificial cold. 
He says: ‘*Let every quarantine station have a ward 
or room capable of holding several patients, more or 
less, as the exigencies may demand, so arranged that 
Ventilation can be maintasiced exclusively through 





trance or exit to the ward except through the ante- 
room. The ante-room should be kept at the same low 
temperature, or even lower than that in the ward, so 
that the temperature in the latter may not be raised by 
the opening and closing of doors by the attendants, 
nor any of the disease-producing germs escape before 
they are thoroughly subjected to the low temperature 
and destroyed. The ward and ante room must be kept 
at a temperature not higher than twenty-five degrees 
Fahrenheit. Keep the patients comfortable by a sufii- 
cient amount of bed-clothing; and everything that 
goes from the room, such as clothing, excretions, all 
emanations, etc , must be exposed a sufficient length 
of time to the cold. This will kill the poisonous 
germs, or reproducing cause, and prevent, as far as the 
cases under treatment are concerned, any risk of the 
disease spreading. If patients cannot bear so much 
cold during treatment, an adjoining warmer room can 
be made, with no mode of access or ventilation except 
through the cold room, and everything going out of the 
warmer room must be allowed to remaia a sufficient 
length of time to get rid of the contagion. If no at- 
tendant occupies the ante-room the degree of cold can 
be kept near zero, in order the more quickly to destroy 
all the disease producing agencies.” 








Private Micnaget Tosrn, Company E, of the 
Baitulion of Engineers, who was recently convicted in 
the United States District Court, at New York, of 
having murdered a fellow soldier at West Point, whom 
he suspected of improper familiarities with his wife, 
has been dishonorably discharged from the Army. 








FOREIGN ITEMS. 


A DECREE has been issued by the Czar, ordering that 
the cruisers recently purchased in this country shall 
not be included in the list of the Russian Navy. 


Tuer cost of the Berlin Congress to Ergland, as ap- 
pears from a supplementasy Civil Service estimate, is 
thus stated: ‘‘ For travelling, hotel expenses, outfits, 
gratuities, and incidental expenses of the British Pien- 
ipotentiaries and their suites, £3,600.” 

Tue death is announced of Captain John de Courcy 
Dashwood, R.N., aged seventy-six. He entered the 
Royal Navy in 3814, and served as a midshipman du- 
ring the American War of 1815, taking part in the ex- 
pedition to New Orleans. 

For the first time since the Franco-German war the 
annual field manceuvres in France will be attended by 
Prussian officers told off for the purpose, and received 
as guests at the French headquarters. The German 
manceuvres have been attended by French officers for 
several years past. 

ADMIRAL TCHIKHATCHEFF has published a report on 
the Pupofikas, in which he claims that during their 
recent cruise to the Sulina mouth of the Dunube they 
displayed excellent sea-gving powers, and were per- 
fectly amenab!e te the rudder. He also states that the 
new ventilating apparatus works admirably, and that 
the air in the cabins is quite as good as, if not supe- 
rior to, that in most modern vessels. 


So mucu mud is being stirred up by the commission 
sitting at Odessa to enquire into the corruption of the 
Russian Intendance, that it is believed that the pro 
ceedings will shortly be brought to a close with an ex- 
pression of Imperial censure ali round. To send 
a thousand officials and contractors’ agents to Siberia 
is impossible, so many of the contractors will be com- 
pelled to refund, and the Intendance serv:ce will be 
entirely reformed. 

A TORPEDO boat of novel design has been tried in 
Birkenhead Docks. Itis propelled by a treadle worked 
by men on board, but can be worked by compressed 
air or other power, and is designed to fix torpedves on 
an enemy’s ships below water, or to clear a channel of 
torpedoes. It is lighted by electricity, and can direct 
rays of light under water, and has an apparatus for 
purifying atmospheric air taken under water, enabling 
men to remain below several hours. This cn also be 
used by divers or miners. Tue inventor is the Rev. 
George Garrctt, of Manchester. The experiments are 
reported to have been perfectly successful. 

ANOTHER advance has been made towards Imperial- 
ism, to the great disgust of a sensitive member of the 
London Atheneum Club. In his Jetter on the loss of 
the Grosser Kurfuerst, the Crown Prince of Gérmany 
had so little respect for the feelings of English Consti- 
tutionalists as to address the Queen twice as ‘‘ Your 
Royal and Imperial Majesty.” The Prime Minister 
distinctly promised that the title should be limited to 


phrase had he conceived it would be distasteful to the 
royal family. The Home Secretary recently returned 
a petition to the ladies of Glasgow in which the word. 
‘* Imperial” was used. 

Ir is proposed to make changes in the equipment of 
the French infantry soldier. e principal chenaee 
contemplated are a reduction of the amount of provi- 
sions carried by the soldier, each man beirg given 
only two days’ rations; the suppression of the tente 
d’abri and waterproof sheet, and of the cumbersome 
cooking utensils which now form part of the quip- 
ment of the troops, a simple mess-tin for every two 
men being substituted in their place; and the suppres- 
sion of two of the pouches now worn, and also of cer- 
tain articles of the kit. On the other hand, sund 
utensils and tools—as, for instance, a larger tin, a cof- 
fee mill, two hatchets,*three small pickax: s—are to be 
the common property of a equad of men, and are to be 
carried in succession by the men composing each 
squad. Before these alterations are carrizd out, how- 
ever, the generals and superior officers have been re- 
quested by the Mivister of War to express an opinion 
upon them, in order that no step may be taken in so 
important a matter without due consideration. 


THE Moscow Gazette says: ‘‘ During the whole of the 
war the Russian Army in the Balkans only expended 
8% million cartridges, or just a trifle more than the 
number used by the Prussians during the campaign of 
1866, and to render the disproportion still more strik- 
ing it must be taken into account that the brecchloader 
of that period did not fire so rapidly as the Berdan. 
A comparison with what occurred during the Franco- 
German war also proves that the fire of our army was 
insufficient. At the battle of Gravelotite the German 
army expended nearly six million cartridges, the Saxon 
corps alone burning more than a million, or fifty car- 
tridges per combatant, whereas during the whole of 
the late campaign the Russian troops did not exceed 
forty-five —a per Berdan rifle, and twenty-six 
by the Krnk. The action of the artillery, to judge 
from the number of projectiles discharged, 158,000, 
was cqually restrained, aud is palpably insignificant — 
when compared with the 55,000 discharged by the Ger- 
maus at Mirs-la Tour and Gravelotte, or the 45,000 of 
the Australian artillery xt Sadowa. The disproportion 
becomes more glaring when we remember that in the 
maj rity of instances the Turks fought behind the 
shelter of regular entrenchments, thereby necessarily 
requiring @ larger employment of artillery on our part. 
The siege artillery engaged on the Danube against the 
Turkish monitors and fortified places of Rustchuk, 
Nicopol, and Pic vas fired in «ll 46,009 proj:ctiles, of 
which number 18,000 were discharged from mortars, 
and 23,000 from pizces of 84. This number cannot be 
by any means regarded as considerable when we take 
into account the strength of the places attacked. The 
statistics show clearly the force that was engaged 
in the. European seat of war. This was as follows: 
Infantry armed with the Berdan, 65,000; with the 
Krok, 215,000; guns employed, 682 9-pounders and 632 
4 pounders, thus making the total at the disposition of 
the Russian commander 280,000 foot soldiers, 1,260 
pieces of artillery, and a corps.of about 40,000 cavalry. 
Including the military train’ and the ambulance, we 
may say that our forces did not exceed 400,000, or an 
¢ffective of 350,000 combatants. ‘Itis evident,” finally 
remarks the Moscow Gozelte, “‘ that to this numerical 
weakness must be ascribed most of the diflicultics that 
our army encountered during the early part of the 
Turkish campaign.”
